One afternoon, 
near Kasonga, we saw two large herds on the slopes 
near us; we counted thirty-seven in one lot. 

The interesting thing was that there was a great 
elephant in their midst larger than any we had ever 
seen. He loomed up like a house over them, and 
they were big elephants. Evidently he was a patriach 
well guarded by a band of cows. There were other big 
bulls inthe herd, but he towered head and shoulders 
aboye them. His proportions were staggering. The 
elephants could be seen plainly with the eyes and the 
glasses brought them very close; we watched them 
for some time. All that day there were elephants 
about our march. 


A’ Kasonga the food strain was eased, for there was 

a village, at last, and squashes and beans 
for our men. On to Loufu we*hurried, where Capt. 
Brasseur had sent word for fifty fresh porters to meet

It had been fertile under Flammand; we found limes 
now on the trees, and Alice prowled hopefully over 
old strawberry beds, but only two bunches of bananas 
hung in the groves for our men. The fields had been 
looted without replanting; the grass buildings had 


- fallen to~ruin, and the ‘handful of people who lived 


near had relaxed so greatly from any effort, now the 
white hand of energy had been removed, that they 
had scarcely enough for their own needs. We fed our 
porters our own flour again in the morning and 
pushed on. 

The country was changed. The great mountains, 
filling the horizon with peak after peak, were gone. 
Gone, too, the forests, the thickets, the bamboo. The 
country was open, rolling, grassy, set with spaced trees 
like a parkland. I never saw anything else quite 
like it. It looked like the finished but untenanted 
estate of an English countryside. No villages—the 
smiling, fertile country was empty. Due to old wars 
and depredations, perhaps onslaughts of the neigh- 
bors back in the mountains. There was no game, 


with the dimmer blue of mountains, the’ fringed bays 
at the south end running like fingers into the 
gold, plains, -

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grass was fresh, and everywhere were dotted little trees, 
like Noah's Ark trees. 

That night there was a moon; the lake was watered 
silk, the plains a silver phantasy. It was too lovely to 
leave, and we stayed another day. Incidentally, there 
were things to be done, the innumerable, unending 
things of camp. Both carrying chairs that day were 
broken. That second night, Herbert’s temperature

We had a great sense of homecoming. This had 
been our farthest outpost before; from here we had 
seen those nameless mountains of the western rift wall 
curving away to the north, away from the Kasali- 
mountains, guarding that unknown country. Now we 
had made our way through that country; we knew 
what forests and grasslands it guarded, what un- 
touched villages, what wild, unfettered folk, and what 
herds of roaming elephant and buffalo lorded it over 
them. Nothing could ever take from us the freshness 
and vividness of that experience. : 

For the first time we were in lion country. These 
plains are a high, grassy steppe, sun baked, arid, reach- 
ing from the escarpment on the west, to the distant 
Ruchuru river in the east, from there sweeping on, as 
the Ruchuru plains, to the wall of the eastern escarp- 
ment. Fires sear them every year, the light, surface 
fires of Africa, burning off the old grass atid giving 
the new a chance. The only trees are the crooked little 
thorny acacias and the cactuslike euphorbia. Where 
the Fuindi river has cut its deeply eroded way to 
Edward from its source somewhere back in the Kasali 
range, was a deep ravine with clifflik® ‘sides, the bot- 
tom thick with forest where elephants and buffaloes 
yet hide. There were great herds of them once, as 
the trails showed, before the first hunters got into that 
rich pocket. : 

The plains themselves are covered with literally 
thousands of antelopes, ghiefly the light, graceful cob, 
and the dark, prune colored topi, but water buck, bush 
buck, reed buck are there in numbers and both the wild 
pig and the wart hog. 

And lions! It has been asserted that the Ruindi 
had more lions to the square mile than any other part 


‘of the world. ‘ The natives have fled the district except 


for two small villages, and runners go alwaye in pairs. 
When here before our messengers asked to go in threes, 
the lions were so threatening. 

We were here to get lions and take motion pictures 
of the antelope. The plains had recently been made 
a game preserve 
by the Belgian 
government — a 
wise precaution 
that will save 
those wonderful 
herds—but lions 
are not protect- 
ed and we con- 
sidered that to 
kill a few of 
them would be 
doing the ante- 
lopes a distinct- 
ly good turn— 
the lions take a 
fearful toll of 
these poor ante- 
Jope. 

We camped that night on the old plateau, encircled 
moatwise by the ravines of the Ruindi, the grave of 
R. G. Foster, the young Uganda planter and hunter, 
out in front with the “ Killed by Lion,” in French on 
his rude cross as warning reminder. Here, too, on the 
Ruindi, Mme. Deriddar had been mauled by a lion and 
her husband died of fever; M. Flammand had told us 
of the days when he had sped from one tent to another, 
from bed to bed, not daring, at the last, to tell the 
sick woman that her husband was gone, but: feigning 
that it was still a live man he was carrying in the 
bammock as the sad safari started for Ruchuru. 

Altogether the Ruindi had a sorry history. Had we 
but known, another tragedy had just occurred on the 
plains to the east of us, near the Ruchuru river, where 
we camped later. There M. de Watteville,.a Swedish 
gentleman collecting for the museum at Berne, had 
been killed by a lion, his twelfth. 

We heard lion for the first time in Africa that night 
—the deep, hoarse hunting grunt with the long drawn 
out rumble at the end. . . . Ugh, ugh, ugh—ugh, 
ugh, ugh—ugh, ugh, UGH! It is not really a fearsome 
sound in itself. I have heard a lowing buffalo in Su- 
matra sound exactly like a lion coming in on the 
scent—but at night, on the plains, it sounds more fear- 
some than anything in the world. The roar is sheer 
brag and defiance. But the hoarse, echoing, hungry 
grunt means business—if you are out there in the dark 
it may well mean you. 

There are just two ways of getting a lion on the 
Ruindi—sitting up all night for him over a dead bait or 
prowling about in the first morning light on the chance 

encountering him returning from his night’s hunt— 

the further chance of being able to run him 
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fore, when in two hours from camp we had run on a 

lion and a lioness, and got the lion at twenty feet as he 

was crouching for us in a bush. But not a lion did we 

see. We.heard one snarling ahead of us and hurried 

on, but found no other trace. The morning resulted 

in a brisk walk of four and a half hours; then we re- 
to camp for food and a nap. 

men, Arthur and Harry, decided to go 

out and try their luck with night hunting. Since we 

not kill antelope for bait, we had laid in a stock 

or this emergency. That is too simple sound- 

phrase. We had used every possible means to 

goats nut of the old chiefs on the escarpment 

and at Loufu we had thrust francs upon them and 

draped them with the white cloth of trade, for goats 
are precious. We had amassed five. 

The question was whether to use a goat dead or 
alive. Once killed he was a finished goat, and his use- 
fulness to the expedition ended with that night, but his 
death could furnish a blood trail to draw the lions. 

Living, he could blatt, and a persistent blatt through 
the night ought to prove as potent a lure as blood— 
moreover, if properly guarded, he could live to blatt 
another night. 

So we argued it, and the men decided to select a 
goat qua blatter and not qua goat. We watched the 
flock and harkened, and one voice stood out above the 
rest, a shrill, insistent, querulous bleat that ought to 
intrigue every lion within two miles. It belonged to a 
emall, undersized goat, rather meager for the market, 
but splendid material for the chorus. The men led him 
off toward the place they had chosen, a fine bit of 
plain, encouragingly strewn with the bones of former 
banquets, and my last look at him was fraught with 
sympathy. He was such a nice little goat, al! brown 
and black, and he was about to pass such an anxious 
night, bleating in terror, not knowing that two stalwart 
guns were at hand to guard his safety and that no sac- 
rifice would be asked of him but to bleat. 

I thought of him during the night, for the lions came 
and roared and grunted all around the camp, coming 
so near, lured by the other goats and the muley, that 
our boys kept the fires going and we had our guns on 
ready by our cots. The flaps of the tent where Miss 
Williams and Alice slept were tied down securely, but 
since our sleeping tent opened into the fly used as the 
mess tent, and the chairs and tables there made en- 
trance difficult, we left our front flaps open and draped 
back. 

During a distinctly wakeful night, in which three 
lions prowled and grunted and muley racketed ner- 
vously, I looked out into the still white moonlight and 
gave some sympathetic thought to the worried little 
goat. 

I might have saved my sympathy—or diverted it. 
The men had tucked the tiny pup tent into a thicket 
and hidden it with boughs; they had opened the peep 
holes. in the sides out of which they were to watch 
and fire; they had staked the goat out in front. He 
bleated piteously. They climbed into their cramped 
abode as darkness fell, poked out the noses of their 
guns, barricaded the entrance with cruel thorns, and 
settled down tp a night of watching. 

A lion grunted. They were galvanized to attention. 
So was the goat. The bleat ceased. Not a cough. 
Not a whimper. The little creature was all care and 
attention. ‘ 

“ Ah, ha,” he seemed to say, “ this comes of staying 
out on the plains where those fool Wazungu have 
staked me. I must be careful—or I will draw attention 
to myself and to them.” 

He seemed to gay this to himself. Outwardly he was 
as silent as the grave. The most suspicious lion would 
never have dreamed of his presence there. 

Now, in addition to staking down the bait securely, 
the thoughtful hunters in the boma had a string at- 
tached to the goat’s leg so he could be summoned, as 
it were, to bleat. When they felt the occasion justi- 
fied it, they unfeelingly pulled the string. 

Not a bleat. That goat, which had been so vocal, 
so shrill and strident and self-assertive and complain- 
ing, had become a stoic, a still, reticent stoic. Jerk. 
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Little Alice and the lion bait.

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and hurled clods of earth and stones into it. Nothing 
came out. They fired their revolvers into it, as a 
substitute for beating, and an angry snarl told them 


the lions still. were there. Then they fired their big 


guns into the bush. As they fired all from one side, 
the lion got out on the other side and made his escape, 
but sounds from within made them believe something 
had happened to the lioness. When silence had set- 
tled,. they, as they said, took their courage in both 
hands and got a native to look into the bush. There 
was a big liongss, shot through the heart and shoulder. 
Either shot would have finished her, so she was re- 
garded as a community lioness to be credited to each 
account alternate weeks. 

That night they tried boma hunting again, this time 
over a dead goat, but though lions sounded all about, 
none came in to the bait. A goat is a small lure on 
a plain full of antelope. The moon was bright at ten 
that night, and at eleven the lions were so noisy about 
camp that Herbert and I wished we had arranged a 
boma there. We went out on a hunt next morning, 
but saw nothing. 

Our stay on the Ruindi was going to be brief, for 


the posho—mostly squashes—was coming in driblets, — 


and the kimputu was coming in squads. The kimputu 
is a loathly tick, a gray, hairy blob of a thing, night 
biting, which gives the spirillum or relapsing fever. 
It is a dreaded fever with serious consequences. This 
tick is found in old caravan routes and wherever na- 
tives congregate; it goes into cracks of earth by day 
and comes out at night. Give a native a reward, and 
he'll bring you a handful from a hut any day. 

I think natives must have arrived at some sort of 
immunity from the fever, not suffering as severely as 
the white. Since Loufu had been as & 
“ gite ” and had been invaded by the natives, we dared 
not use the houses, but put Op our tents; we would 


have gone out to fresh ground, but this cleared space, 


moat encircled, was safe from lions for Alice. There 
was no rain those days, but every afternoon came a 
high wind which swirled the dirt on the cleared ground 
everywhere, fairly casting it into our faces. 

We planned to push on to the Ruchuru river after 


- one more trial of night. hunting, so after a night of 


rest we started out again. 

It was Nov. 17, just a month from the day Herbert 
had got his first elephant. We had an early hunt, 
which was all hunt and no lion, then we separated to 
make two different bomas for the night, going about 
two miles away so we should not interfere with each 
other. We parted the goats, each division of us taking 
two. 

The gun boys built Arthur and Harry the type of 
boma used in British East, a thorn and branch hut 
practically indistinguishable from a thicket, roomy and 
comfortable. 

I had taken a fancy to a lion’s den. It was in a long 
thicket with a winding entrance, and the nice, white 
bones in it led me to hope that the lion dined at 
home. 

Herbert and Omari and Ali chopped out a place and 
inserted the tiny pup tent, facing it with boughs so 
everything should look as usual. It was an arduous 
proceeding, and they had just finished when the sun 
sank. Gun boys and porters hurried off towards the 
camp, leaving Herbert and me to dine sketchily upon 
sandwiches and hot coffee in the thermos, and then 
bring in every trace of our occupation. 

At six thirty we were in the boma, peering out the 
tiny holes, sighting our guns on the little mound made 
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out, intent but heavy
